_ THE FRANCHISE BILL 


Some persons and some Journals talk as 
if the commercial and fiscal discussion at 
present before the country was a discussion 
between Free Traders on the one hand and 
Protectionists on the other. It is no such 
thing. For the purposes of the present 
discussion there are no Free Traders. No 
one proposes to throw off our present 174 
tariff and collect the revenue by direct tax. 
ation, This 17} par cent tariffis 17} per 
cent incidental protection, It is not there- 
fore a question of Protection and no Pro- 
tectioa, but a question of how much. If 
174 per cent is not enough, how much do 
our ultra-Protectionists want, and on what 
ground do they base their demand for 
more? We believe a moderate incidental 
protection such as is now given is beat even 
for manufacturers, and beyond question it 
is best for the great family of coasumers. 
Over-protection would inevitably have the 
effect of causing too many people to go 
into} any business atrificially stimulated 
into becoming “good,” but the result would 
just as inevitably be more or less of over- 
protection, financial derangement and 
baokruptoy as a consequence, 

Will the excessive-tariff men be kind 
enough to remember, then, that an abstract 
debate on Free Trade vs. Protection is not 
before the chair, and that the real question 
practically is between moderate and exces- 
sive protection—between a 17} per cont 
tariff for revenue purposes and a tariff 
higher than would otherwise be thought of 
for purposes of of protection,—London Ad-

THE OREDIT SYSTEM. 


The following letter appearéd in tho 
Montreal Star of Friday last :— 
To the Waitor of the Star- 

Sin,—In your issue of Friday, the 29¢h 
December, you made some Tomarks con- 
cerning the evils of the long crodit system, 
and suggest the adoption by our merchants 
of @ sixty days’ credit. It would be by no 
Means difficult to adopt such a systom ; 
that is to asy, tho merchants might issue a 
circular to that effect, but where are the 
retail men who could afford to buy on ao 
short a credit, certainly not in Oanada 
and most certainly not in Montreal. There 
can be no doubt of the evils attending the 
very general system of credit which pro- 
Yails throughout this country, and perhaps 
it is felt nowhere more gteviously than in 
this city. Everybody wants credit and al- 
Mest everybody gots it, and the losses sus- 
tained.by the shopkeepors of Movtreal aco 
enormous, .To enables rotail shopkeeper 
in this city to buy on six’y days and keep 
Up such an assortment of goods as the pub- 
lic now demands, he would require to pos. 


As mentioned in our Parliamentary 

summary yesterday, the Bill giving the 
franchise to farmers’ sons was introduced

defined as the actual owner or ocoupier 
of 20 acres or upwards.

A letter has lately appoared in the Tele- 
gram, Toronto, onthe recent Grand Trunk 
strike and the duty of the Government 
thereon, From its signature, ‘‘M.” the 
place from which it war written, Ottawa, 
and its atylo, it is credited to the Hon Mr, 
Mills. The substance of the letter is that 
in accordance with British practice and the 
laws of Canada, the enforcement of the 
lawsof the Dominion as well as of the 
local authorities is tor the present in the 
hands of the Justices of the Peace in their 
respective localities; aud the Government 
ofthe Dominion has no right to enter 
those localities with a military force, except 
for military purpoxes. Where such a force 
is required for military purposes the law 


is silent and inoperative. The Constitution | 


is thatthe Dominion Government could 
not, without defying the law, have called 
out the military against the Grand Trunk

SOME FIGURES. 


Mr, Frase, when introducing the Bill 
to confer the franchise on the sons of 
farmers in certain cases, cited several 
facts arising from the working of the 
Income Franchise Act to show the ne- 
cessity that existed for some such legis- 
lation as the proposed measure will en- 
act. For instance, in the County of 
Victoria, which contains two electoral 
constituencies, but five votes in all were 
added on the grouad of income, and ad 
were created in the town of Liadsay, In 
tha city of Kingston seventy income 
+ vies were given, and less than five in 
the whole County of Frontenac. In Te- 
ronto no less than one thousand five hun- 
dred and forty seven new votes were 
added on income, and only fifteen in the 
County ot York. Brockville gained 
forty-three votes by the Income Fran- 
chise Act, and the united Counties of 
Leeds and Grenville (2i townships) got 
only fifteen, These figures are but speci- 
mevs of what can be produced from 
nearly every constituency in the country. 
The Bill now before the House will re- 
lieve a class (furmers’ sons) from being 
unjustly discriminated ugeinst, and place 
them on equal level with the working 
young men of the cities and towns. It 
does not, in our opinion, savor of class 
legislation, but rather the very reverse,

THE REAL SEA-SERPENT AT LAST. 


HE IS CLEARLY SEEN — FIFTY FEET LONG AND 
BARRED IN BLAOK AND YELLOW. 


Io the Straits of Malacca, the sea-mon- 
ster so repeatedly seen, and so repeatedly 
declared to be mythical, appears at last to 
have been carefully observed by competent 
witnesses, The creature wasseen by the 
passengers and crew of the ship Nestor, cn 
her voyage to Shanghai the master of the 
ship (Mr. John Keiller Webster) and the 
surgeon (Mr. James Anderson) made a 
Statatory declaration of what they had 
seen before a magistrate, as a mode, we 
suppose, of formally attesting that they 
spoke in good faith. The creature (which 
resembles a huge salamander, only that 
instead of being about six or eight inches 
long, these dimensions must be multiplied 
by at least sevency-five or one hundred,

in the Scraits of Malacca. The weather 
was fine, the sea smooth, and the air per- 
fectly claar. The Chinese on deck were 
terribly alarmed, and set up a howl. The 
whole watch and three saloon passengers 
saw the creature clearly, and observed its 
movements. It teavelled fora long time 
abont as fast as the steamer, appearing to 
paddle itself by the help ot ‘an undulatory 
motion of its tailin a vertical plane,” Tae 
body and tail were marked as thoee of the 
talamauder are marked—with alternace 
bands, black and pale yellow in color, 
“Tho head was immediately connected with 
the body, without any indication of a 
neck."’

INHABITANTS oF FISHERS ISLAND. 


A correspondent of the Edin 
man writes as follows: We left Boe 
on the 6th of May, 1876, Striving at Mote 
Kong on the 25th, after a very vieasant 
voyage, the weather being fine,

Britain and New Ireland, but west of the 
Solomon Islands, On passiog @ small ir- 
land called Fisher's Island, situated close 
to New Ireland, we noticed canoes coming 
off, #0 stopped to sew what the blacks want- 
ed, or rather savages. About forty canoes 
came alongside, with crows of from one to 
8x men, bringing with them bananas, 
cocoa nuts and apples, These creatures 
wore no clothes of any kind, barring a few 
who sported head dresses. They stand 
about 5 feet 4, rather well made, not atout, 
vor of the deep black you see an American 
nigger, but more of » Bengalee color and 
Sppearance, The hair seems to have been 
originally black, but they dye it two or 
three different colors, as black, green aud 
white, nome all red, of a brick shade. It 
is cut short, but with what I do not know, 
Some wore a necklace, some bracelets of 
shells, but only one we could see with a 
ring through his nose. There were a few 
tattoed, but to a very amall extent. We 
Were rather surprised to find one in each 
boat have on his right arm a few green 
leaves resembling those of the olive. They 
did not draw our attention to them, so I 
supposed they thought we were aware of it 
meaning ‘an emblem of psace.’ That 
seems to be known by every savage tribe, 
Even whon first seen by white men they 
wave the yreen, Theae!men seemed to 
be quite friendly, trying to make us 
understand thew. We gave them 
8 lot of cloth+s and little odds aud ends, 
Knives they were anxious to get,but,above 
all things, bottles. They use the glass for 
carving on wood, One fellow gota 
looking-glass, he tarned itup and down, 
round and round, just hke a monkey, 
wanting to see the inside, I shall never 
forget the laugh he gave when at last he 
saw his black face in it, The more he 
laughed the more his likeness laughed ; he
